Mayor John F. Hylan yesterday 
|charged that Arthur S, Somers, Presi- 
| dent of the Brooklyn Chamber of Com- 
‘mérce and’ member of the Board of Edu- 
cation, had written letters to City Mag- 
istrates, seeking to influencé them to 
cAuse a postponement until Fall of one 
of the hearings growing out of the Abby 
Rockefeller motor speeding. case. 

The Mayor enclosed in a letter written 
by -him to David Hirshfield, his Com- 
missioner of Actounts, another letter 
which the Mayor said had been written 
by Mr. Somers, in which the Brooklyn 
Chamber of Commerce chief is repre- 
sented as trying to effect a postpone- 
mént of the scheduled hearing of Court 
Attendant Frank Doran. 

Commissio er» Hirshfield, in his re- 
vestigation of. the — 
ie public yesterday, held 

Doran jointly culpable with M 

Marsh, in that “‘they both deli erately 
imposed upon Patrolman -¥1 + who 
served the summons, and got him. to 
change the complaint against - Miss 
Rockefeller ‘from one of a second of- 
fense to a first offense.'’ In the Mag- 
istrate’s Court, however, Doran was ac- 
quitted. 

Commissioner Hirshfield was instruct- 
ed by the Mayor to “find out, if possi- 
ble, to what length Somers went in the 
Rockefeller case by letter writing or 
conference with City Magigtrates. This,’’ 
the Mayor added, “should prove very 
interesting and enlightening to the pub- 
lic.””

Dear Commissioner : 2 

I have read carefully your report in 
the case of Miss Abby Rockefeller. I 
regret that I have not the power to re- 
move the Magistrate who granted a sus- 
pended sentence to this second offender 
after having imposed a suspended sen- 
tence for a prior offense, The. clerk, 
Doran, who was active in the alteration 
of the court record, would also have 
been dismissed immediately if the power 
had been lodged with me so to do. 

You state that charges were preferred 
against Doran by the Chief City Magis- 
trate, but that the Board of City Magis- 
grates failed to sustain him, This is lam- 
entable in view of the undeniable facts 
so plainly disclosed.

SEIZURE MAY BE “MISTAKE” 


If So, Prohibition Officials Say, 
the Liquor Will Be Returned 
With Apologies. 


After watching. the building for sev- 
eral days two prohibftion agente raided 
the home of Hugo Gibert de Fritsch 
at 142 East Fifty-fourth Street yester- 
day afternoon. Mr. de Fritsch is well 
known in society, is a wealthy real es- 
tate dealer, is a member_of many clubs 
and is related directly and by. marriage 
to persons internationally famous, 

The agents presented .a search warrant 
to the caretaker, the only person in the 
building, but obtained admittance only 
after a dispute in which~ the-.servant 
was said to have emphasized the social 
importance of his employer. Agénts 
Lennon and Vogt, who made the raid, 
reported that they found in the place 
sixty -cases .of choice assorted liquors, 
valued at about $7,500. The Hquor was 
seized and taken to prohibition head- 
quarters. at Brenipey and / —— 
fourth Street. 


May Have. Been a oMintake,* 


At prohibition headquarters it was 
said last evening that . “there. might 
have. been a mistake’ and that if. it 
proved a. mistake had been made the 
liquor. would be returned ‘with apolo- 
gies. Bnforcement Director R. Q. Mer- 
rick said, as he was leaving for home; 
that he did not know of the raid and 
had not received a report. Later others 
at the prohibition. offices the raid 
had been made by two new agents.

Street House, ‘Laid to an Alco- 
holic Pyromaniac.

The Rev. Daniel D. Waugh,’ rector of 
the Church of the Redeemer at Water-| oh 
town, N. Y., was terribly ‘burned and 
his wife was killed by a jump from <he 
fifth floor to the sidewalk yesterday 
morning at 4 o’clock when a fire swept 
through the five-story apartment house, 
at 104 West Ninety-second Street. The 
lives of 100 others were imperiled. 

Fire Marshal Thomas P. Brophy re- 
portéa to the police —* fire un- 
doubtedly had been set by an alcoholic 
pyromaniac—a~ man ith an, insane 
streak. which alcohol had whippéd-into a 
craze for the terror and excitement 
which accompanies a fire where many 
are in danger of death. 

Mrs. Waugh, a middle-aged ‘woman, 
was within one second of rescue when 
she took the jump which killed hef. The 
flames were raging in the room whith 
she.and her husband had taken on their 
arrival in Néw York on the night before. 
Wrapped in. what clothes ,they could 
seize when the flames were already 
bursting on them, they climbed u the 


“windowsill and shouted to attract the 


attention of the firemen who were just 
arriving with their &pparatus. 
~ Noadders long enough to reach them 
came with the first apparatus. A dozen 
firemen rushed into the building to 
rescue them. and others, but they were 
driven back by the rush of flames on 
the steps. Other firemen hurried to ad- 
joining roofs and tried to reach the en- 
dangered couple, but they. found ‘he 
fifth floor. blazing from end-to énd. The 
fire had rushed up the stairwell without 
getting a foothold on any of the- first 
four fioors, but had mushroomed and 
was burning furiously. on the top floor. 
Firemen Try te Reassure Couple. 
Smoke was pouring out and rushing 
upward from the window in which the 
clergyman and his wife were gesticulac- 


‘ing and screaming to the *iremen. Mega- 


en told 
them that rescue was at ha! 

With a clang of bells, Hoc® and Lad- | 
der Company 22 drew up alongside of the 
building and started to raise its great 
aerial ladder, four firemen climbing up 
the rungs. The ladder was swung up 
to the window where the man and wif-, 
beating flames out of their night cloth- 
ing and screaming with pain, were wait- 
in 

The top of the ladder hovered and 
swayed just under :the window, when 
flames poured out of the window, en- 
veloping the two. 

J ‘Don't jump!” shouted Fireman Bell- 
ford, who had climbed close to the top 


of the moving ladder in order to sieze, 
Waugh and swing her down *

The top of the ladder came in con- 
tact with thé window. sill and_ the 
clergyman, nearly unconscious from 
burns, which are likely to cause his 
death, fell into Bellford’s arms. ~The 
fireman braced himself, turned and 
passed the man on to his assistants. 
The firemen beat out the flames in the 
man’s clothing and then carried him to 
the street. e was taken to Bellevue 
Hospital.

SUN IS STILL YOUNG 
AT 3,000,000 YEARS 


Light and Heat Will Be Forth- 
_Aoming for Countless Genera- 
tions, According to Scientist.

PARIS, Aug. 1.—The sun is a mere 
infant, according to Professor Veronnet, 
who today addressed the cosmogony 
section of the Scientific Congress at 
Liége. Instead of the hoary ball.of fire, 
as has been thought, the centre of our 
solar system is only 3,000,000 years old. 
It is a lusty youth and can be ex- 
pected to hold out for some time to 
come and supply our descendants with 
light and heat for countless generations. 
Professor Veronnet also informed “his 
fellow-scientists that he had, with a new 
perfected spectroscope, reckoned, the 
speeds of stars and found \one which 
holds the record of 1,300 kilometers 
(about 812 miles) per second. 
Professor Belot, addressing the same 
body, took the wind out of the deluge 
story. There have been not one deluge, 
according to M. Belot, but thirty-two 
which completely inundated continents. 
One of them left France some ninety 
kilometers below the surface of the sea, 
In the radio-electrical section of the 
congress, Dr. Proust described a ‘new 
instrument which has been perfected’ to 
regulate the radiation of radium. This 
Places the vajuablé but heretofore dan- 
serous rays completely under the power 
of the doctor and should mean ‘a great 
deal to the medical world in the treat- 


ment of various maladies. A similar 
apparatus for harnessing X-rays was 
announced by Dr. Causett
